Development Agency under the Governor's California Nurse Education
Initiative to purchase video conferencing equipment for the Los Angeles
County College of Nursing and Allied Health, and complete the State of
California, Labor and Workforce Development Agency’s reporting
requirements.

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

Authorize the Interim Director of Health Services (Interim Director), or his
designee, to sign a grant extension amendment with the State of
California, Labor and Workforce Development Agency (LWDA), effective
April 1, 2010 with a term through December 31, 2010, to utilize video
conferencing equipment for the Los Angeles County College of Nursing
and Aliied Health (CONAH) students and meet the reporiing
requirements for the LWDA, -

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

Approval of this recommendation will allow the Interim Director to
execute the grant extension amendment, substantially similar to Exhibit i,
with LWDA to extend the current agreement that is scheduled to expire
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March 31, 2010. LWDA approved the grant extension amendment through December
31, 2010 to allow use of the video conferencing equipment by CONAH students and
complete LWDA's required benefits reporting requirements. The original grant amount
was not to exceed $200,000.

Initial solicitation of the equipment was not successful, and a second solicitation in the
Fall of 2009, is projected to result in the purchase of the grant funded equipment prior
to expiration of the grant in March 2010. The additional extension period is needed to
meet LWDA’s grant benefits reporting requirements for training of new registered
nurses as a result of utilizing distance learning.

implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

The recommended actions support Goal 4, Health and Mental Health, of the County's
Strategic Plan.

FISCAL IMPACTI/FINANCING

There is no net cost to the County and the one-time purchase of video conferencing
equipment is funded by State grant.

This is to extend the term of the agreement and it does not have a fiscal impact.
Funding is included in the Health Services Administration Fiscal Year 2009-10 Final

Budget.
FACTS AND PROVISIONAL/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

On February 9, 2009, LWDA awarded pilot grants to seven public-private partnerships
to expand nursing education in California under the Governor's Task Force for the
Nurse Education Initiative (NEl). These grants were awarded to existing nursing
education programs to expand outreach to County nursing students enrolled in
Registered Nurse (RN) programs at four County facility sites.

The objective of the grant from the State is to benefit and provide a distance learning
educational alternative to students to participate in lectures from remote locations,
including three County hospital sites. Once the equipment is purchased and installed,
it will enable the students to receive lectures via video conferencing.

On May 19, 2009, your Board approved and authorized the Interim Director to sign
and accept the LWDA grant to purchase video conferencing equipment for CONAH to
enhance and expand the nursing program by outfitting four sites: the main CONAH
campus at LAC+USC Medical Center, the campuses of Olive View and Harbor-UCLA
Medical Centers and Martin Luther King, Jr. Multi-Service Ambulatory Care Center.
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Since the first bid process on July 7, 2009 did not result in a responsive bidder who
could provide the equipment required by the grant, a second bid process was initiated
by the Healthcare Workforce Development Program and the Internal Services
Department with more targeted specifications in November 16, 2009. It is anticipated
this bid process will be completed and new equipment will be installed prior to the
current grant expiration of March 31, 2010.

This grant extension amendment will allow the County to utilize the equipment and
identify the benefits of using the equipment to meet LWDA’s grant benefits reporting
requirements through December 31, 2010.

This is a request by DHS for approval to extend the period of performance for a grant from the
State of California, Labor and Workforce Development Agency (LWDA) under the Governor's
California Nurse Education Initiative (NEI) for the purchase of video conferencing equipment
for the Los Angeles County College of Nursing and Allied Health (CONAH), in order to
complete the LWDA'’s grant reporting requirements.

Background:

On February 9, 2009, CONAH was awarded one of seven public-private partnership LWDA
pilot grants to expand nursing education in California under the Governor’'s Task Force for the
California NEI.

COHAN intends to use the grant from the State to purchase video conferencing equipment that
will allow them to provide a distance learning educational alternative to students to participate
in lectures from remote locations, including three County hospital sites.

On May 19, 2009, your Board approved and authorized the Interim Director to sign and accept
the LWDA grant to purchase video conferencing equipment for CONAH.

CONAH's initial attempt to secure the desired video conferencing equipment in July 7, 2009
did not yield a responsive bidder. Accordingly, a second bid process was initiated November
2009 with more detailed and targeted specifications. Although it is anticipated that this rebid
process will be completed and new equipment will be purchased and installed prior to the
current grant expiration date of March 31, 2010, this extension through December 31, 2010 is
necessary to allow DHS to meet LWDA's grant reporting requirements.

Project Justification/Benefits:

Approval of this extension is necessary to allow DHS to execute the grant extension
amendment with LWDA to extend the current agreement that is scheduled to expire March 31,
2010. LWDA approved the grant extension amendment through December 31, 2010, to allow
purchase and use of the video conferencing equipment by CONAH students and complete
LWDA'’s required benefits reporting requirements.

Project Metrics:

CONAH will continue to work with ISD and the CIO to ensure the appropriate video
conferencing equipment is purchased and deployed as required. ClO will continue to monitor

the progress being made and will assist CONAH and ISD, as needed, to ensure the County's
standards for the video conferencing equipment are subscribed to and is compatible in every
way with the County’s Enterprise Network (EN).

To build a network of videoconferencing capability to expand the capacity of existing Los .
Angeles County College of Nursing and Allied Health nursing facility to teach more registered
nurse students at satellite and hospital campuses in the County of Los Angeles Department of-
Health Services (LACDHS).

Background:

Since its founding in 1895, the Los Angeles College of Nursing and Allied Health {CONAH)
with more than 7000 graduates has played a pivotal role in educating Registered Nurses for
the region's medically underserved population. The School of Nursing is approved by the
California Board of Registered Nursing and the College is accredited by the Accrediting
Commission for Community and Junior Colleges of the Western Association of Schools and
Colleges. CONAH is located on the premises of Los Angeles County + University of Southern
California Medical Center in East Los Angeles. This hospital, with approximately 8,000
employees, is the pillar of the County of Los Angeles’ public health care system. These
facilities are the primary source of medical care for the County's uninsured and poor residents.

The nursing program offers a two-year associate degree of nursing program and & one-year

L VN-RN advanced placement option. The curriculum couples accredited didactic coursework
with extensive clinical practice in the LACDHS hospitals. Nursing students have access to
CONAH's dlinical practice laboratory and to clinical experiences at LAC+USC Medical Center,
Qlive View / UCLA Medical Center, and other LADHS facilities. The CONAH program offers
more direct experience working with the medically underserved patients than almost any
nursing program in the State, Between 2005 and 2007, 47% (244) of the graduates from
CONAH have been hired by LACDHS with the majority choosing employment at the LAC+USC
Medical Center. CONAH enrclls approximately 170 siudents at the main campus per year,
and graduates approximately 130 per year.
